The American Banker deals with 
this condiion in a recent editorial. 
taking as it text the run on the State 
Bank of New York, precipitated by 
the most idle, impalpable rumors.

years ago, wherein a disastrous run | 


on a local bank was traced to flippant, 
|baseless gossip in a common saloon, 
originating from a casual remark of 
the bartender. When the latter was 
brought into court for his offense, the 
utmost the prosecution could establish 
against him were the words, “Have 
you got any money in the 
bank? If you have any there you had 
better be getting it out.” 

The Banker is of the opinion tha‘ 
the state of New York should pass a 
law making it a criminal offense to 
circulate stories injurious to the solv- 
ency of a bank. Since the banks of 
New York stand in peculiarly intimate 
relations with the remainder of the 
country, by reason of the innumerable 
linancial arteries diverging from the 
big city on Manhattan island to all 
parts of the United States, it follows 
that every measure offering the slight- 
est protection against vicious and uu- 
founded rumors should be adopted by 
those responsible for the fiscal reguia- 
tions of the metropolis. The Banker 
Observes, very logically, that the em- 
phatic penalty directed at the dissem- 
ination of false news affecting the. 
value of stocks should be extended to 
wanton attacks on the credit of banks, 
the two offenses being about on a par 
in the havoc they are capable of work- 
ing. ‘ 

Incidentally, it is to be earnestly 
hoped that should such a statute as 
that suggested be enacted, it would be 
more rigorously enforced than the one 
already in existence against the falsi- 
lication of stock news.

In the case of J. L. Fitts against the 
mayor and city council of Atlanta, the 
supreme court yesterday decided that a 
city has the rignt to control what shall 
happen upon its streets, and that the re- 
fusal of a permit to speak upon the pub- 
lic streets of a city is not an abridge- 
ment of the right of free speech guaran- 
teed by the constitution. 

Fitts is a socialist. Some time ago he 
spoke on the streets of Atlanta without 
a permit, the mayor having refused to 
grant it to him. He was arrested and 
fined by the recorder. He carried the 
case to the superior cour by certiorari 
and Judge J. H. Lumpkin sustained the 
city ordinance, holding that it was jin 
no wise a violation of the constitutional! 
right of free speech. 

The supreme court in upholding the de- 
cision of the lower court practically 
adopted the opinion of Judge Lumpkin.

The scale of the club comes as the 
result of the recent action of Manager 
Powell in putting up his club for sale at 
a price of $20,000. The amount paid for 
the Atlanta franchise by the purchasers 
was somewhat less than the price asked 
by Powell. After a long conference dur- 
ing which the books of the baseball sea- 
sons were examined and the matter dis- 
cussed at length, another price was 
agreed on by both parties, in the neigh- 
borhood of $17,000, 

This price includes everything owned 
by Manager Powell in the baseball line 
wefore he sold out. It takes in all his 
prospective deals with different players, 
the contracts in his possession, his lease 
on the park, his contract with Cleveland, 
and all the other rights and privileges 
belonging to the Atlanta club. 

Manager Powell, ‘having now disposed 
of his interests in the local franchise, 
wil] take a rest before starting back to 
work.

Ormond, Fla., January 26.—Thig has 
been an ideal day for automobile races, 
and while but few records were broken,

It was announced last night that the 
day’s progratmme would be divided into 
two sections, from 7 to 9 in the morning, 
and from 2 to 6 in the afternoon.
